statement, was riot in a position to 
provide the life his wife craved and 
could not dress her in the fashionable 
;lothes which she admired. He there- 
ore sought the solution of his wage 
iroblem by becoming a thief. 
Hengstler drove'an express -wagon 
and through his knowledge of baggage 
business was able to clandestinely re- 
move the trunks. The thefts were 
ommitted in 1911 and a year later 
iccordin to Hengstler's testimony, his 
frits fled to Milwaukee with an afdn- 
ty..

Sioux • Declare Moving Picture Men 


Refuse to Enact Battle Picture

Pine Ridge Agency, S. D., Feb. 7.— 
The Sioux Indians are today making 
plans to send a delegation to Wash- 
ngton with a signed protest against 
allowing the moving pictures of the 
reenacted battle of Wounded Knee to 
be filed in the government archives 
as an authentic production. The In- 
dians are enraged at the film people, 
whom they claim distorted the action 
o£ the battle to belittle prowess of the 
Redskins. 
Several instances are pointed out 
wherein the picture is_'distorted. They 
claim that General Nelson A. Niles, 
who took a prominent part in tho 
ilm, was in reality fifty miles from 
the scene of the battle and so far aa 
s known was never on the field, until 
le posed for the movies. They also 
claim that Buffalo Bill who played 
the part of the hero in the film, was 
at the agency eighteen miles away, 
when the real fight occurred. 
The 
ndians mournfully assert that only 
me Indian out of the four hundred 
.hat engaged in the battle survived. 
The Sioux have called a meeting of 
.he grand council of the tribe to pro- 
est against the picture going down 
n history as authentic. They claim 
they were misled into believing it 
was only a sham battle, and did not 
mow, it was to be called Wounded 
Cnee. , The formal protest will be 
carried to Washington by three chiefs.

FARM INCOME MATTER 


Decrease in Agricultural Growth anJ 


What Some Theorists Attempt 


to Prove- 


(By Ellis B. Usher.) 


Milwaukee, Feb. 7.—The week has 
developed some very curious illustra- 
tions of the facility with \yhieh the 
Wisconsin doctors get 
their 
wires 
crossed in evolving statistics for the 
farmer. It will be recalled that at 
the meeting of the Society of Equity 
in La Crosse in December Governor 
•UcGovern painted a dark picture of 
the Wisconsin farmer. It is the farm- 
ers for whom he is anxious to organ- 
ize a plan of co-operative marketing 
to lift them cut ot the 
slough in 
which he now finds them. The gov- 
ernor showed that in the decade prior 
to 1910 population feil off in nineteen 
rural counties and that the decrease 
in rural population was 75,000, while 
manufacturing cities gained 200,000. 
These figures are substantially from 
the census, and the governor might 
have gone further and shown that 
leaving out the growth of cities within 
them, rural poulation fell oft in about 
ten more counties. 
The governor, 
too, made the mistake of saying that 
this was the result of a movement 
from the farm to the city. This is 
inaccurate, as a more careful analysis 
would show him. It is agricultural 
loss to the state that has been more 
than offset by the influx of manufac- 
turing population, which is most con- 
spicuously illustrated along the east- 
ern lake" shore counties and' in Su- 
perior. Wisconsin's agricultural ex- 
hibit was only saved from a much 
worse showing by the settlement and 
development of new land in the north- 
ern part of the state. 
Varied Statistics. 
This brings'me to some other sta- 
tistics that are most confusing. The 
governor said that "the average farm- 
er has a dollar a day to show for his 
la.bor after all upkeep, maintenance 
a'ld interest charges are met." Sec- 
retary Campbell of the Wisconsin Ad- 
vancement association 
has figured 
.that the "average" Wisconsin farmer 
gets $1,114 a year for his labor, aside 
from "rent, fuel and a large portion 
of the living of his family." Take 
from this last sum the surplus of $365, 
which the governor allows, and this 
"average farmer" would have $ff49 to 
complete his living expenses, or about 
80 per cent more than the average 
day laborer earns- Then along comes 
Prof. B. H. Hibbard of the agricul- 
tural economics department of the 
University of Wisconsin, and 
says 
that the "average farmer" spends 
S200 for "store credit," so we get this 
"average farmer" trimmed down to 
$549. Then on Monday last another 
university man, Prof. Humphrey, told 
the pupils in the short course in dairy- 
ing that "systematic and 
efficient 
' management of the dairy business 


would add at least $50,000.000 to the 
income of the state," and the next 
evening, in this city, Prof. Moore of] 
the university told us of Wisconsin's 
pre-eminence in dairying, and that our, 
dairy products are worth $90,000,000 
a year: so Prof. Humphrey would! 
make the output $140.000,000, with his 
simple recipe. But that would seem 
to he a useless undertaking, for Prof- 
Humphrey was also quoted as saying 
that our farmers "are operating at a 
loss of about 60 per cent in the dairy 
business." The thing figures out then 
that if the farmer is now losing $54,- 
000,000 on 890.000,000 of business, he 
fe would lose -584,000,000 on $140.000,000. 
I But my mind reels with such figuring. 
r Against such poppycock the United 
States census of 1910, Vol. VII, page 
906, 
says the sales of Wisconsin, in 


1909. 
of milk, cream, butter fat. butter 
and cheese were $51,238,399. In 1909 
the Wisconsin dairy and food com- 
missioner gave $79,000,000 as "the 
aggregate annual revenue from dairy- 
ing." That was. as compared with 
the census, a difference of $27,761,601. • 
Quite a tidy sum, and Prof. Moore's 
S90.000.000 offers similar leeway to a . 
vivid imagination. 
The making ot 
statistics of this sort is an easy' 
pastime, and it must amuse people • 
outside of Wisconsin, and give us con-' 
siderable notoriety if not an enviable 
reputation. 


Tax Information. 


It is worth while for those who are 
writing to really inform the people 
of Wisconsin as to the question of 
taxes, to be careful that Prof. Adams, •;

An assessor of incomes whom I met 
this week cheered me with this in- 
formation:

That interests me, for I pay 
nearly 10 per cent of my own and my 
family's income this year in taxes, and 
then two income taxes on the money 
I have to earn to help nay the other 
taxes. I don't believe I am so very 
exceptional, either. It doesn't make

difference 
to 
me 
whether I am paying 10 per cent or 
40 for commissions. 
I am out of 
pocket more than any proper system 
can justify and no such money will 
ever come back to any taxpayer. It 
will be spent. And my friend the as- 
sesor kindly tells me I will pay more 
next year. 
How long can I earn 
enough to pay such taxation? Does 
'•ability to 'pay" enter into the reck- 
oning? I get no allowance for unpro- 
ductive property, as I would in Ger- 
many, qr anywhere else under the sun' 
where income taxes are scientifically 
imposed. This is n6t intended to be 
a personal wail, though it may sug- 
gest my very direct- interest in this 
subject. 
I suopose I can stand it 
while my neighbors can, and they 
generally speaking, only cuss mildly, 
and pay small attention to the broad- 
er question of the swift run we are 
making toward Socialism.
